Within the last several months we have had several requests from the following
School Districts for a School Probation Officer or to add another School Probation
Officer:

e Fontana Unified School District

e Chaffey Unified School District (Add 1 Probation Officer)

e Vision4Life Charter School

We are not able to fulfill these requests. Per the Chief and Assistant Chief, we are
not adding any school PO positions for FY 23/24 due to our current 6 vacancies in
the School Probation Officer Program and many other vacancies throughout the
Department.

Probation Officers do work/share multiple schools.

Can trained volunteers staff units, short of signing reports?
We can look into it.

New proposal submitted by Ms. Cannady reference funding for Social Service
Practitioners/Lawyers traveling to see kids in placement that are more than 4 hours
away from SB, to cover lodging, flights, food, mileage, etc. Table this item to our
next meeting in January.

We are on track with our budget, however, we need to fill vacant positions.

We have 12 new Innovative Strategies proposals being vetted by Mr. Shiley and his
group for innovative prevention services for youth; decisions will be made soon.

The Expenditures and Data Report was sent to BSCC on 09/28/22 with a due date
of 10/01/22. Committee was thanked for their cooperation in getting their reports in.
Once all is approved, we will put into a booklet form and distribute to the committee.

3 LET attorneys are busy working on School Attendance Review Boards (SARB)
and not able to be here today. Julie reported out that schools are resuming SARB
and no longer offering zoom classes.

Post virtual issues are attendance, anxiety and connecting with peers and teachers.
She also shared success stories.
